There is a cemetery at Nish: In which 


Is epitomized the entire history of tlie 
great war in the Orient. In it the.vari- 
ous "groups °ot soldiers, prfson'ers and' 
refugees. have their-separate plots. -,j 


Largest of all Is that of ^'the German 


soldiers and officers. Eadi grave is 
marked by a permanent, heavy, solid 
cement stone, roughly "in the shape of 
an iron cross. . A neighboring factory, 
formerly^ devoted to the manufacture 
of briquets for. fuel, - was diverted to 
the mannfiictnre of these tombstones. 


Next In size Is 'the.Bulgarian, eat-h 


grave being marked by a heavy wood- 
en cross.j~ These timbers were-requi- 
sitioned^by the Bulgarians from the 
houses: o£. people of ;Nlsh and eacli 
cross represents not only the- ^Brave 
of a Bulgarian bnt the partial dcmoil- 
.tion'of the home of'a citizen .of Nish. 
These wooden crosses, are so nnmerous 
as to almost give the^etfect of a forest. 


The group of Austrian'graves Is 'con- 


siderably-':smaller. -Separated

. these are the plots for the allied sol- 
diers. Here are-to be found a much 
smaller ; number - of -' graves .-of the 
French and the "Italians. 'On 'the hill- 
side .was a. large number ' of new 
graves, those.of.itne Serbian soidters 
who died in the final capture of Klsh. 
Xlie Germans made one of the laet 
stands here and Nlsh was taken only 
after flve .assaults with the bayonet.

sian prisoners of war who were 
brought "here to wort by the enemy. 
They are numerous. Another Is' that

TANK CORPS IN'U. S. ARMY 


Section Will Be Commanded by Briga- 


dier" General. 


. Recognition of the Importance of 
armored-tanks, "ordnance cavalry," In 
modern warfare has been Indicated by 
the peacetime, organization of, this 
arm of the servte*, just approved by 
the .war department. .The United 
States will maintain in commission 
and ready for action a minimum of 
1,050 tanks, 330 being of the heavy 
type, 720 of the light type and others 
that will be classed as "signal tanks.' 


A tank brigade, composed of one 


battalion of heavy tanks and two of 
light tanks, will be attached to each 
army, corps. The typical heavy. bat- 
talion Includes 45 fighting tanks, with 
24 in reserve, and the light battalion, 
45 fighting machlne.% with 27 In re- 
serve. Thns the army corps' comple- 
ment will total 385 battle craft, fully 
.equipped, '.with 78 awaiting orders 
from the corps commander.
